The statutes of the State are 
quoted which permit an outside 
concern to lease Texas mileage ex- 
tending across the border not to 
exceed thirty miles in this State 
for periods not exceeding ten years 
and with the approval of the Rail- 
road Commission. Observance of 
these statutes is requested. Only 
four miles of one line and nine 
teen miles of the other line of the | 
Ei Paso and Southwestern are in 
Texas, but the four miles which 
parallel the Southern Pacific from 
Bil Paso to the Rio Grande may | 
constitute a prohibited paralleling 
for consolidation purposes and the 
Interstate Commerce body is 
asked to dicide that point.

A new 
world’s record for rotary drilling 
was achieved in this well. The 
drill was carried 4272 feet in the 

hole below the point where 
eleven-inch casing had been set. 

At no time during drilling were 
any favorable show found, the 
formations being chiefly alternati 
sands, shales and sandy shales. 
good picture of the underlying for- 
mations existing northwest of the 
Union's Callender lease was ob- 
tained from the logs and cores in 
the well, and this information will 
be of value to geologists in making 
further correlations, and it 
throw considerable light on the 
much-discussed question as to the 
thickness of the Fernando forma- 
tions in thet part of the Los An- 
geles basin. 

At the time the well was aben- 
doned the drillers were making 
progress at the rate of twenty-one 
feet per day, a remarkable show- 
ing considering the depth. While 
the condition of the hole would 
have permitted further drilling no 
good could have come of it, the 
company thought. The well had 
served its purpose so the order to 
stop was issued. In compliance 
with the State Mining Bureau's re- 
quirements the hole is being 
plugged and the derrick will be 
dismantied to be used again in an- 
other location.

Divert Appropriations 
City Auditor Myers was severely 
feriticized by the City Council for 
permitting the City Engineer's of- 
fice to spend $104,000 mére than 
the engineer had in hand so that 
the Council was forced yesterday 
to place this amount in the City 
Engineer’s funds from the reserve 
finances of the city to balance the 
engineer's books.

CORRECTIVE MEASURES 


So the Council on recommenda- 
tion of the finance committee 
transferred $104,584.66 from the 
reserve fund to the engineer's fund 
to balance the engineer's books, 
and tnen it tackled corrective meas- 
ures to prevent deficits occurring 
in the future. 

These measures are in the form 
of a resolution instructing the City 
Auditor and all department heads 
to no more overtime to work- 
men without specific instructions 
from the Council.

Heath Explains to City Club 
Aims of Department 


Tells Citizens to Quit Buying 


Asks Their Co-operation in 
Suppressing Crime — 


you want to put an end te the 
liquor traffic, but don't expect the 
Police Department to put an end 
to violations of the Volstead Act, 
for that is beyond. our power,” 
warned Robert Lee Heath, newly 
appointed Chief of Police. in an 
address yesterday before the City 
Club. | 
“The Police Department of Los 
Angeles is doing everything pos- 
sible to prevent crime of all kinds, 
but the chief functian of that body 
is to arrest criminals and bring 


them to judgment,” continued 
Chief Heath. 

Declaring that 60 per cent of 
the blame for juvenile delinquency 
and the crimes committed by 
young people of Los Angeles is to 
be laid at the doors of irrespon- 
sible parents, the speaker said that 
the principal duty of mothers and 
fathers is to retain the love and 


confidence of their children and to 
train them for citizenship. 


WORKS WITH SCHOOLS 

“Socially, economically and from 
every other atandpoint. prevention 
of crime is better than punish- 
ment of criminals,” said Mr. Heath. 
“To this end the Police Depart- 
ment is working hand in hand 
with the schools and churches and 
solicits the assistance of every or- 
ganization in Los Angeles. 

“We do not with nor intend to 

be extravagant in the administra- 
tion of the department but, after 
all, it costa money to maintain an 
army of 2000 officers who are con- 
stantly engaged in fighting the 
city’s common foe, the o nized 
and unorganized element of crim- 
mals said the speaker. 
That the public is sometimes 
“too critical” of public officials and 
that at times “too much publicity 
is given to cases in which officers 
prove unworthy of the trust im- 
upon them.” was the opinion 
voiced by Mr. Heath, who said 
that for the sake of public confi- 
dence in the department offenders 
should be “quietly eliminated from 
the police force.” 


NEEDS ©0D-OPERATION 
“We believe we have the best 
police department in the West 
composed of men of character and 
training,” said Mr. Heath. How 
ever, the functioning of the de- 
partment depends i measure 
upon the co-operation of each and 
every citizen. 

“It is quite a problem for 2000 
men to patro] the vast territory 
reaching from the mountains to 
the sea. The traffic problem, for 
one thing, requires 4 great deal of 
time and attention. We have now 
more than 500 men directing traf- 
fic, which is a considerable drain 
on the department. .
